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Original Claufe, as drauwin by the Diredtors, in 
their Letter to Madrafs. 


41. WE are direfied by the late a€&t of Parlia- 
ment to take into our immediate confideration the 
prefent indeterminate rights and pretenfions of the 
Nabob of Arcot and the Rajah of Tanjore, with 
refpe& to each other, and to afcertain and fettle the 
fame, according to the principles, and the terms 
and ftipulations, contained 1n_ the treaty of 1762, 


between the Nabob and the Rajah. . 


42. The matters in difpute may be arranged 
under the following heads : 
The diétrict of Aruee, 
The diftrict 6f Hanamantagoody, 
The Government fhare of Tanjore crop, 
which was fown in 1775. 


43: The diftricts of Arnee and Hanamanta- 
goody are at prefent poficlied by the Nabob, thefe 
diflriéts the Rajah has claimed, in virtue of the 
beforemcutioned treaty of 1762. Such part of the 
Government fhare of the Tanjore crop, fown in 
1775, when the Nabob had polleflion of the coun- 
try, as was colletied by the Rajah 1776, after 
his reftoration, the Nabob has caimed as his right. 


44. We fhall therefore proceed to examine into 
the feyeral claims, and give fuch a decifion there- 
on, 
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"on, from the lights before us, as fhall appear to 
be confiftent with juftice. 


45. With refpe&t to the diftti& of Arnee, it 
was agreed by the sth article of the Treaty of 
1762, that Tremaul Row, the Killidar, fhould be 
put in full poffefon of the whole jaghire he pof- 
fefled and enjoyed before the capture of Arnee 
(excepting however, the fort of Arnee and Doby 
Guddy, which the Nabob was to 1etain in his own 
pollefhon) on his paying to the Nabob the yearly 
fum of 100,009 rupees, the Rajah becoming fecu- 
rity for the payment thereof. 


46. We have not been able to afcertain from the 
records, whether this diftri€t, *which is fituated in 
the heart of the Carnatic, was ever in the aéflual 
pofleffion of the Rajah of Tanjore, except from 
the Treaty of 1771, whereby the Rajah gives up 
to the Circar the jaghire diflritt of Arnec, and the 
feveral letters written ta the Nabab, that the fame 


ought to be reflored to the Rajah , nor can we dif- . 


cover in what degree of relation the Kajah of 
Tanjore, and Killidar of Arnee, flood to each 
other, fo as to have induced the former to procure 


an exprefs flipulation in the Treaty of 1762, in 


favour of the latter, whether it was from con- 
fgnguinity or caft. 


47. We obferve, on the 25th Junc, 1776. fhortly 
after the refloration of the Rajah, the Board ré- 
B2 folved, 
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folved, that he ought to be put irito poffeffian of 


Hanamantagoody, but were entirely filent as te: 
Arnee; nor does Lord Pigot’s letter, in confe- 
quence of that refolution, mention a word con- 
cerning the diftri&t. Yet his Lordthip, in his 
fubfequent letter to the Nabob of July 23, fays, 
“« Ie will be highly fatisfa@tory to my employers 
** to be informed, that the Rajah has been put in 
* full poffeflion of Hanamantagoody and /rnee"s” 
and, in November following, the Nabob wrote to 
Mr. Stratton, that he might difpofe df Hranaman- 
tagoody and Arynee in the manner he fhould thinte 
moft conformable to the wifhes of the Com- 
pany ; thus feeming to acquiefce in the propriety 
of the diftri€ts in queftion being given up to ™ 
Rajah. 


48. Mr. Jordan’s minute of the roth of March, 
43777, aflerts pofitively, that in 1762, Hanaman- 
tagoody and Arnce were hel by Tanjore and Mr. 
Stratton, in his letter to the Nabob of 28 of the 
“fame month, fay, ‘© That Hanamantagoody and 
‘ Arnee having been in poffe{fion of the Rajah in 
“© 1762, andthe Company deeming that their faith 
*“* ftands pledged by the Treaty of 1762, 1 am 
** again to repeat to your Highnefs, it is the opinion 
*« of this Government, that thofe places belong to 
** the Zanjore country, and fhall, in confequence, be 
"© put in the pofféfion of tif Rajah.” The Rajah 
was, likéwife made acquaimed with the determina- 

tion 
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‘tion of the Board by a letter from Mr, Stratton, 
4th April, 1777, in the following words: “ I am 
‘** to acquaint yau, that we have confirmed the re- 
** folution of the farmer Gavernment with refpe& 
‘© to Hanamantagoody and Arnee—-This we have 
** communicated to the Company, and as foon as 
“we have received their orders, you may reft 
‘f affured every attention fhall be paid to them.” 


4g. It istrue, that by the Treaty of 1771, the 
Rajah exprefsly relinquifhes his claims to Arnee, 
which circumflance the Nabob mentioned to Mr. 
Strats, in his letter of ad February, 1777, with 
this addition, that he (the Nabob_ was for¢ed into 
the Treaty of 1762; but we have already declared 
in our letter of 12th April, £775, that no regard 
ought to be paid to that article of 1762, which re- 
{pe-ts the alienation of part of the Rajah’s domi 
nions, and which is now, to all intents and pure 
poles, virtually 1ejeCled, by the legiflature having 
dire€ted that the indeterminate rights and preten- 
fions of the Nabob of Arcot, and the Rajah of 
Tanjore, with refpe& to cach other, be (ettled ac- 
cording to the pringiples, and the terms and flipu- 
lations contained in the Ireaty of 1762. 


50- Bat, although we confels ourlclves very 
gnuch in the dark, as to the nature of the autho- 
rity formeily exerciled by the Rujah over the 
@iitiats of the Arnee, which appears at fiuch a 

~ diftance 
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diflance from the Tanjore country, properly fo 
ealled, yet we think ourfelves juftified in following 
the exa& words of the 5th article of the treaty of 
1762; by dire€ting, as guarantee to that treaty, and 
in obedience to the act of Parliament, that the 
heir, or lawful fucceflor of Tremaul Row, be put 
in full poffeflion of the whofe jaghire he poffeffed 
and enjoyed before the capture of Arnee, excepting 
however the faid Fort and Doby Guddy, which 
the Nabob is to retain 1n his own poffeffion, upon 
the terms and conditions therein mentioned. Our 
meaning with refpe€t to the Rajah is, that he 
fhall be reflored to the fame kind of pofleflion by 
which he held Arnee in 1762, if be did aé€tually 
hold it, or to the fame kind of authority which he 
at that period had a 1ight to exercife over the 
diftricts ; or that he be confidered as ftanding in 
the fame degree of relationfhip, which he ftood in 
to Tremaul Row, the Killidar thereof, at the con- 
clufon of the treaty, of all which particulars you 
yourfelves will be able to form the moft accurate 
judgment. 


51. With refpe@ to Hanamantagoody, the cafe 
is extremely clear, on reference to the Nabob’s 
inftructions to Mr. Dupré, in 1762. To Mr. 
Dupré's reply, and to the Rajah’s reprefentations, 
25 March, 1771, it appears that Hanamantagoody 
was a€tually in the Rajah’s poffeflion at the period 

° when 
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when the treaty between him and the Nabob was 
guaranteed by the Englifh.—Indeed, the Naboab has 
acknowledged, in a letter to Mr. Duipré, that he 
authorized the Rajah to undertake the expedition: 
again{ft the Marawar country, by which he ob- 
tained the poffefhon of Hanamantagoody, on con- 
dition of his jun€tion and alliance. The diftrict 
of Hanamantagoody mult be therefore reftored to 
the Rajah. 


52. In order to avoid future difputes between 
the Nabob and the Rajah, refpecting the diftricls 
that arc to be given up to the latter, we direct that 
you endeavour to fix the boundaries thereof in 
the moft accurate manner,, defcribing the feveral 
delafies, &c. and that you trgnfmit a plan of the 
fame to us for our infpection, 


53. We fhall now examine into the difputes 
refpecting the government fhares of the crop 1775. 
We find the Nabob obtained from the Rajah in 
1971, his arrears of tribute, with interefl thercon — 
Indemnifications for his expences, and fundry pre- 
fents to his children, amounting in the whole to 
rupees, 45,27,00C—befides the ceflion of certain 
diltricts, to the amount of :upees, 4,8,c00 per ann. 
and we have already given it as our opinion, in 
our letter of 12th of Apuil, 1775, that the charges 
of the firlt expedition againft Tanjore, were more 

than 


had

than rcimburfed.—As the fecond expedition in 
19773 was fhort, being undertaken in Auguft, and 
concluded in September, we have in the letter 
before-mentioned, expreffed our farther opinion 
that the revenues of the country could not have 
fuffered great diminution by the war; and have 
there fuppofed that the plander of the place, which 
by the Rajah’s account amounted to upwards of a 
crore of pagodas, and the receipt of the revenues 
for moje than two years, would have rendered the 
Nabob a very confiderable gainer, after defraying 
all the charges incurred by his Highnefs in the ex- 
pedition. 

54- The fubfequent proceedings of your govern- 
ment have afforded us no caufe to think differently 
upon the fubject ; on the contrary, Lord Pigot has 
afferted in his minute of 13th May, 1776, on the 
authority of the Dobbeer, that the Nabob received 
from the Tanjore revenues, clear of all charges 
and expences whatever, little lefs than the immentfe 
Sum of forty lacks of pagodas. 


§5. Confideripg that we have already fignified 
the Rrongeft difapprobation of thofe meafures 
taken agaiult Tanjore, which, as we were guarantee 
of the treaty of 1762, our fervants ought to have 
prevented, and reflecting, allo on the very large 
amount of the money and effetts Rated to have 


been 
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been obtained therefrom, we cannot give our don- 
fent to the Nabob’s receiving the amount of the 
Government fhare of the crop of 1775, though we 
do not find the fame would be confiderable. The 
Dobeer, who had the management of the country, 
informed Lord Pigot, upon the Rajah’s reftora- 
tion, that there remained only three lacks of pago- 
das to be colleéted by the Rajah, who himfelf de- 
clares, in his letter to Mr. Stratton, 21ft April, 
1777, that the produce of the preceding year was 
Jitle more than one lack of pagodas. And General 
Stuait, in his letter to the Board of the ed of the 
fame month, writes, ‘* That it ts afferted with good 
“ authority, that the far greater part of the Go- 
‘© vernment fhare of the crep was plundered by 
“* individuals, and never ‘came to account in the 
** Treafury.” 


56. When the Refolution of the Fort of St. 
George Council, adjudging the Government fhare 
of the crop to belong to the Nabob, in confequence 
df his having fown the feed, was communicated to 
the Rajah, he replied in the following words : ‘* The 
** year the Nabobtook the country from me, | fowed 
“ the grain, did he not reapthe advantage >” ‘We 
maft confefs, that to our minds the argument herein 
containéd is conclufive. We do therefore, confi- 
dering allthe foregoing circumftances, adjadge the 
Government fhare of fuch part of the crop in quef- 
" CG tion 
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tion as was colleCled by the Rajah, whatever t might 
be, to belong to the Rajab. 


57. Yourletter of the 14th Oltober, 1779, in- 
formed us, that the Rajah had not accounted to the 
Nabob foi any part of the pefheafb of four lack of 
rupees per ann. which was Ripulated to be paid up- 
eon his reftoration to the government; and that the 
Rajah alledged, as a reafon for with-holding this 
pefheath, that be had not received from the Nabob 
the difliicts of }-anamantagoody and Arnee, which 
fhould have been given to him at the time he was 
reftored to his country ; and that whilit thofe dif- 
tricts, which, he fays, ameunt to the value of the 
pefheafh, are detained by the Nabob, the Rajah 
Goes not think it reafonable that he thould pay any 
thing on that account. You fariher acquaint us, 
in the fame letter, that the Rajah had paid one 
Jack of pagodas into our treafury, the fame to 
wait our determination refpecting the crop. 


58. We therefore direct, that you take the moft 
eflectual mealfures to afcertain, with all poffible 
precibon, the amount, fince the Rajah’s Refloration, 
Which has been received by the Naboh, from the 
diflricts, whach, by thele our orders and in{truc- 
lions are to-be delivered to the Rajah, and to T1- 
mau! Row’s fucceflor; and taking the whole arrears 
of pefheath and the depofit before mentioned, into 
— that you determine in the mofl impar- 

tial 
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tial manner, on the balance which fhall be due on 
either fide, and put the fame into a {peedy train of 


liguidation, without diftreffing the party from whom 
fuch balance may be owing. 


59. We obferve, that one great caule of difagree- 
ment between the Nabob and the Rajah has been 
relative to the repairs which are annually neceffary 
to be made on the banks of the Cavery, and in 
the annicut or mound of earth which divides that 
river into two parts, and by which means the Tan- 
jore country is fertilized. 


62. Upon a former reference to us upén the fub- 
ject, we did nat hefitate to proncunce, in our letter 
of 12th April, 1785, that as guarantees of the treaty 
1762, we had a right to interfere in the fubject of 
contention that might arife between the Nabob and 
the Rajah, though not immediately exprefled tn that 
ticaty ; and we were decidedly of opinion, that the 
Rajah fhould have the liberty of repairing the banks 
of the cavery, fo far ashe has in former times been 
allowed to do; and even more, 1f new encroach- 
ments of the river fhowd require it, provided the 
Nabob fuftains no damages, or injury thereby, and 
that fo far you had a right to infilt on. 


61. But notwithftanding this pofitive affertion 
relative to our right as guarantec, to fee that the 
C 2 Tanjore 
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Tanjore country was not impoverifhed for want of 
the'neceflary fupply of water for its cultivation, 
we find feveral complaints of a fimilar kind upon 
your records 1776 and 1777, particularly on the 
Rajah’s letter of 21ft O&tober, 1776. 


62. In confequence of this letter, we again gave 
it as our opinion in our letter of July 4, 1777, “That 
the Rajah fhould be permitted to repair the banks, 
and the annicut in the fame manner as had been 
practifed in times paft: We not only confidered 
this as an act of juftice, but as beneficial to all par- 
ties: and intercfled as we are in the profperity of 
the country of Tanjore, we give it as our farther 
opinion, that it was become an act of found pelicy 
alfo; becaufe it would enable the Rajah to fulfil 
his engagements with the Nabob and the Com- 


pany. 


63. The fentiments contained in our  before- 
mentioned letters of 26th April, 1765, and 4th 
July, 1777, we hereby repeat and confirm.— 
But as the Nabob has declared, that his coun. 
try would fuftain juft as much damage by the 
coming of too much water into the country, 
as that of the Rajah’s would, fhould too great a 
quantity flow. into the Coleroon (though Mr. Palk 
is clearly of opinion, that the repairing the breach 
in the Coleroon cannot be any ways prejudicial to 

the 
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‘the fouthern countries) we think it neceffary to 
dire&, that thefe repairs, which are to be at the 
fole expence of the Rajah, be in future made un- 
der the infpe@tion of one of our engineers, in whofe 
abilities and integrity you cau confide: And who 
is firft to make a report to your board of the works 
they propofe, and if you fhall aftcrwards choofe 
to employ him or them in fuperintending thofe 
woiks, he or they will of courfe take care thatin 
providing for the cultivation of the ‘Tanjore coun- 
try, no injury be done tothe territocs of the 
Nabob round Trichinopoly. 


64. Having thus given our fentiments on the 
feyeral matters in difpute between the Nabob of 
Arcot and the Rajah of Vanjore, and our final 
deciion thereon, we truft that all former animo- 
fities between thofe Princes will be buried in ob- 
livion; and that the conteft will be who moft fhall 
promote the internal profperity of the countrics 
over which they prefide. It will be our part, as 
cuarantees Of the treaty of 1762, to lee that the 
Rajah is regular in the payment of his pe‘heath, 
and that one power docs not encroach upon the 


rights aud privileges of the other.

Commiffioners amended Claufes for the Fort St. 
George.  Difpatch relative to the indetermi- 

. nate Rrzhts and Pretenfions of the Nabob of 
<ircot and Rajah of Tanjore. 


IN our letter of the 28th January laft, we 
Nated the reafonablenefs of our expe€tation, that 
certain contributions towards the expences of the 
war fhould be made by the RKajih of Tanjore ; 
fince writing that letter we have received one from 
the Rajah of 15th Otober laft, which contains at 
length, bis reprefenvations of his inability to make 
fuch farther payment : We think it here unneceffary 
to difcufs whether thefe reprefentations are or are 
not exagycrated, becaufe, from the explanations 
we have given of our wifhes for a new arrangement 
in futurc, buth with the Nabob of sArcot and the 
Rajah of Tanjore, and the direGions we have given 
you to carry that arrangement into execution, we 
think n rmpolitic to infill upon any demands upon 
the Rajah for the expences of the late war, beyond 
the fum of four lacks of pagodzs annually ; fuch a 
demand would tend to interrupt the harmony 
which fhould prevail between the Company and 
the Rajab, and impede the great objects of the 

gencral 
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general fyQem, we have already fo fully explained 
to you. 


But although it 1s not our opinion, that any 
farther claim fhould be made on the Rajah for his 
fhare of the extra expences of the late war, it is 
by no means our intention in any manner to 
affc€t the juft claim, which the Nabob kas on the 
Rajah, for the arrcars due to him, on account of 
the Pcfheafh, for the regular payment of which 
we became guarantee, by the treaty of 1762. 
But, we have already exprefled to you, our hopes, 
that the Nabob may be induced to allow thefe 
arrests, and the growing payments, when due, to 
be received by the Company, and carried in dif- 
charge of his debt to us. Ydu are at the fame 
time to ufe every means to convince him, that 
when the debt fhall be difcharged, it is our inten- 
tion, as we are bound by the above treaty, to 
exert ourfelves to the utmoft of our power, to 
infure the conflant and regular payment of it into 
his own hands. 


We obferve by the plan fent us, by our Go. 
vernor of Fort St. George, on the 31 C&ober, 
3781, that an arrangement is there propofed 
for the receipt of thofle arrears, from the Rajah, in 
three years. > .

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We are unable to decide how fir this propofal

In order to obtain a competent knowledge of 


the facts and arcumflances relative to toe few ral 
JD points 
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points in difpute, and how far they are connected 
‘with {the treaty of 1762, we have with great 
circum{fpefiion examined into all the materials 
before us, on thefe fubjeéts, and will proceed to 
Rate to you the refult of our enquiries and delt- 
berations. 


The objeéts of the treaty of 1762, appear to be 
reftri€ted to the arrears of tribute to be paid to the 
Nabob for his paft claims, and to the quantum 
of the Rajah’s future tribute or pefheafh. The 
cancelling of a certain bond, given by the Rajah’s 
father to the father of the Nabob. The confirma- 
tion to the Rajah of the diftridts of Coveladdy and 
Langaud, and the refloration of Tiemaul how 
to his Jaghire of Arrce, in condefcenfion to the 
Rajah’s requeft, on certain flipulations, viz. ‘Uhat 
the Fort of Arnce and Doby Guddy fhould be ree 
tained by the Nabob. That Tremaul Row fhould 
not erect any fortrefs, walled pagoda, or other 
{trong hold, or any wall round his dwelling houfe, 
execeding eight feet high, or two fect thick, and 
fhould in all things behave himfelf with due obcdi- 
ence to the government, and that he fhould pay 
yearly, in the month of July, unto the Nabob, or 
his fucceffor, the fum of ten thoufand rupees ; the 
Rajah thereby becoming the furety for ‘1 remaul 
Row, that he fhould in all things demean and be- 

, have 
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have himfelf accordingly, and pay yearly the 
fipulated fum. 


Upon a review of this treaty, the only point 
now in difpute, which appears to us to be fo im- 
mediately connected with it, as to bring it within 
the firi€tsline of our duty, to alcertain and fettle 
according to the terms. and ftipulations of the 
Treaty is, that refpe€ting Amee; for although the 
other points enumerated may, in fome refpe€s, 
have a relation to that Treaty, yet, as they are 
foreign to the puryofes expreffed in it, and could 
not be in the contemplation of the contracting 
parties at the time of making it, thofe’ difputes 
cannot, in our comprehenfions, fall within the line 
of defcriptions of rights and pretenfions, to be now 
afcertained and fettled by us, according to any of 
the terms and ftipulations of it. 


In refpe€t to the jJaghire of Arnee, we do not 
find that our records afford us any fatisfa€tory in- 
farniation by what title the Rajah elaims it, or 
what degree of relationthip or conneGtion fubfifted 
between the Rajah and Killedar of Arnee, fave 
only, that by the Treaty of 1762, the former be- 
came the furety for Tremaul Row’s performance 
of his engagements {pecified therein, as the condi- 
tion for his reftoration to that jaghire on the death 
of Tremaul o- We perceive that he was fuc- 

D2* ceeded 
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ceetied by his‘widow, and after her dcceafey.by 
his‘ grandfon Seneewafarow, both of whom were’ 
admitted to the jaghire by the Nabob. 

From your minutes of coufultation of 31ft Oc- 
tober, 1770, and the Nabob’s letter to the Prefi- 
dent’ of 2:ft March, 1771, and the two Ictters 
from Rajah Barbar Atchener Pant (whom we pre- 
fume was then the Nabob’s manager at Arcot) 
of 16 and 18 March, referred to in the Nabob’s 
letter, and tranfmitted therewith to the Prefident, 
we obferve, that previous to the Treaty of 1762, 
Mr. Pigot concurred in the expediency of the 
Nabob’s ‘taking poffeffion of this jaghire, on ac- 
count of the troublefome and refra@tory behaviour 
of the Armee Bramins, by their affording protec- 
tion to all diflurbers, who, by reafon of the little 
diflance between Arnee and Arcot, fled to the 
former, and were there proteéted and not given 
up, though demanded. 


That though the jaghire was reflored in 1762, 
1t was done ander fuch conditions and reftri€tions, 
as were thought beft calculated to prelerve the 
peace and good order of the place, and due obe- 
dience to Government. 


That neverthelefs, the Bramins (quarreling 
amongft themfelves) did afterwards, in exprets 


violation 
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violation. of the Treaty, enlift and aflemble..many: 


thoufand -feapoys and other troops, and they ereét. 
ed gaddys and other {mall forts, provided. them- 
felves with wall-pieces, {mall guns, and other war- 
hike Rores, and raifed troubles and difturbances in 
the neighbourhood of the city of Arcot, and the 


* 


forts o£ Agnee and Shaw Gaddy, and that finally . 
they imprifoned the Hircarrahs of the Nabob, fens . 


with his letters and inflruGions, in purfuance of 
the advice of your Board, to require certain of the 
LGramins to 1epair to the Nabob at Chepank, and 
though peremptoray required to repair thither, 
paid no regard to thofe or any other oiders of the 
Circar. 


By the 13th article, contained in the inflrudions 
given by the Nabobto Mr. Dupré, as the bafis for 
negociating the ‘Treaty made with the Rajah in 
3771, the Nabob reqired that the Arnce diflriét 
fhould be delivered up to the Circar, becaufe the 
Bramins had broken the conditions which they 
were to have obferved. In the anlwers given by 
the Rajah to thefe propofitions, he fays, “ Iam to 
“ give up to the Ciccar the ‘Tugbow diftri€t of 
‘s Arnee ;” and, on the 7th November, 1771, she 
Rajah, by letter to Seneewalargw, (who appears 
by your confultations and country corre{pondence, 
to have been the grandfon of Tremaul Row, and to 
have been put in poflejfion of the jagbire at 5 our re- 


commendation 
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commendation on the death of his grand-father) 
writes, acquamting him, that he had given the 
Arnee country. then im his *Seneewafarow’s) pof- 
fefien, to the Nabob, to whofe Aumildars Senee- 
wiafarow was to deliver up the poffeflion of the 
Goauntry. And in your letter to ns, of the 2 ‘th 
February, 1772, you certified the ditri&t of Arnee 
to be one of the conntrics acquired by this Treaty, 
and to be of the elimated value of two lacks of 
rupecs annually, 


In our orders, dated rath April, 1775, we de- 
clared our determination to repluce the Rajah on 
the thrdne of his anceftors, upon ce.tain terms and 
conditions, to be az1eed upon for the mutual bene- 

Nhe of himfelf and the ‘Company, witLout infringing 
the sights of the Nabob: We declared that our 
tith teod pledeed by the ‘Freaty of 1762, to ob-« 
tum payment of the Rajah’s tribute to the Nabob, 
and that, for the infuiing fuch payment, the fort 
of Tanjore fhould be gariifoned by our troops. 
We directed that you fhould pay no regard to the 
article of the ‘Iseaty of 1771, which refpected the 
alienation of part af the kay.h’s dominions: and 
we declared, if the Nabob had not a juft uatle to 
thef territories before the conclution of the Treaty, 
we dened that he obtained any right thereby, ex- 
cept fuch temporary fuvereignty for fecuricg the 


payment of his expences, as is therein mentioned. 
Thefe 
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.  Thefe inflruQ@ions feem to have been executed 
in the month of April, 1776, and by your letter, 
of 1g:h May following, you certified to us, that 
the Rajah had been put into the poffeflion of the 
whole country his futher held in 1762, when the 
Treaty was concluded wih the Nabob; but we do 
not find, that you came to any refolution, either 
antecedent or lubfequent to this advice; either for 
queftioning, or impeaching the right of the Nabob 
to the foveraignty of Arme, or ¢>preflive of any 
doubt of his tithe to it. Neverthele!s we find, that 
altheugh the Board palfed no fuch refoluuon, yet 
your Prefident, m his letter to the Nabub of 30th 
July, and 2gth Auguft, called upon lis Liaxghnefs 
to give up the policihon of 4rnee to the Kajyuhy 
and the Kajah bimfclf, in f ver.) letters to us, 
part.cularly in thole of the 21fLof October, 1776, 
and 7th June, 1777, expreiid his expectation of 
our orders for delivering up ibat fort and dillritt to 
him, and fo iccently as the f5ta Orlober, 1783y« 
he reminds us of tus former apple ation, and flates, 
that the country of cirnee bere cuurintecd to lim 
by the Company, ttas of court: his ryt, but that 
i: has ner been given up to him, aad le therclore 
earnefily entreats our Orders fur pucing him inte 
pollefhon of it: we allo oblcrse, by your letter af 
i4th Quober, 177y, thar tue Rejth hed not then 
accounted fur the Nabubs prorciaeh face his re- 
fiuration, but had ailipced ay a reo: ou tur Lis witk- 
holding 
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holding it, that the Nabob had reftrained from bim 
the diftriG& of Arnce and ‘a certain other diftrict 
. CUHanamantagoody) which is made the {ubjeQ@ of 
another part of our prefent difpatches. 

We have thus flated to you the refult of our 
enquiry into the grounds of the difputg relative to 
: Arnee, and as the refearch has afforded us no evi- 
dence in fupport of the Rajah’s claim, nor even 
any lights whereby we can difcover in what degree 
of relationfhip, by confanguinity, or caft, or other 
circumftances, the Rajah now {tands, or formerly 
flood, with the Killidar of Arnee, or the nature of 
his cormection with or command over that diftridt, 
or the authority he exerciled or allumed previous 
to the treaty of 19771, we fhould think ourfelves 
greatly reprehenfible in complying with the R ajah's 
requelt, and the more fo, as it is exprefsly Rated 
m the treaty of 1762, that this fort and diltriét, 
evere then in the poflefhon of the Nabob, as well 
as the perfon of the Jaghiredar, on account of his 
difobedience, and were reflored to him by the 
Nabob, in condefcenfon to the Rajab’s requeft, 
upon fuch terms and flipulations, as could nor, 
in our judgments, have been inforced by the one, 
or fubmitted to by the other, if the fovercigaty of 
the one, or dependency of the other, bad been at 
that time a matter of doubt. 
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t  SeNouph -thefe materials have snot foraifhed us 
with ‘evidence in fupport of the Rayah’s claim, 
they are far from fatisfaétory to evince che political 
neceffity for the Nabob’s ‘continuing to withold the 
jaghire fromthe defcendants of Tremaul Row, his 
hereditary right to that jaghire feems to have been 
fully recognized by the ftipulations of the treacy of 
7¥562,- and fo hitele doubred, thar, on his death, 
his widow was admitted by the Nabob to hold it, 
on account, as may be prefumed, of the non-age 
of his erandfon and hcir Seneewafarrow, who ap- 
pears to have been confirmed in the jaghire, on 
‘her death, by the Nabob, as the lineal heir and 
facceffor to his grandfather. ‘ 


With refpect to Seneewafarrow, it does not ap- 
pear by any of the proceedings in our poffeffion, 
that he was concerned in the mifconduét of the 
Brarnines complained of by the Nabobd in the year 
r77o, which rendered it neceflary for his linph- 
nefs ro take the jaghire into his own hands, or that 
he was privy to, or could have prevented thofe 
difturbances. ¢ 
‘ We therefore direct, that if che hew of Tremaul 
Row is net at prefene in poffeffiod of the jughire, 
and has not, ‘by any violation of: the treaty or act 
of difobedience, incurred ’a forfeicwre rherevof, to 
be immediately reftored to the poffeffion of it, ac- 

E cording 
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 cordig to the terms and Ripulations of. che treaty 
of t762. Bue if any powerful motive-of régard 
edithe peace and tranquility of the Carnatic, ‘fhall; 
it your judgment, render it expedient to fufpend 
the exectition of thefe orders, in that cafe you will, 
with all convenient fpeed, tranfmit to us your pro- 
éeedinigs thereupon, with the full ftate of the facts, 
and of the reafons which have a¢tuated ~ COn= 
duct, :

We have before given it as our opinion, that 
the ftipulations of the treaty of 1762, do not ap- 
ply to che points remaining to be decided ; but the 
Jate act of parliament having, from the nature of 
our conneétion with the two powers in the Car- 
matic, pointed out the éxpediency, and even necef- 
fity of fectling the feveral matters in difpute be- 
tween them, by 2a f{peedy and permanent arrange- 
ment, we now proceed to give you our inftructions 
upon the fevcral other heads of dilputes before 
enumerated, 


With refpeé&t to the fort and diftridt of Hana- 
triantagoody, we objerve, that on the reftoration 
af the Rajah in 1776, you informed us in your 
letter of 14 May, ‘‘ That the Rajah had been. put 
} into poffeffion of the whale of the country his 
“father held in 1962, when the treaty was con- 
“ cluded with the Nabob ;”’ and on the 25 June, 

you 
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¥ou camé to the refolution of putting the Rajah 
ino poffeffion ef Hanamantagoody, on the ground, 
that it’s appearing on reference to the Nabob’s in- 
ftru&ions co Mr: Dupré in June 1762, to his reply, 
and to the Rajah’s repréfencations of 25th Marcy 
4771, that Flanamantagoody, was actually jn the 
hands of the late Rajah at the me of making the 
treaty of 5762. “We have referred as well to thofe 
papers, as to the other proceedings on this fubjedt, 
and muft confefs, they fall very fhort of demon- 
flrating to us the truth of the fad, and we find, 
by che fecret confultations of Fort William, of 7th 
Auguift 1776, thac the fame doubt was entertained 
by our Governor General and Council. , 


But whether in point of fact, the late Rajah was, 
or was not in poficffion of Hanamantagoody in 
1762, it is notcrious, that the Nabob had always 
claimed the dominion of the countries, of which 
tia:s fore and diftrict are a part. 


We obferve, that the Nabob is now in rhe actual 
poifeffion of this, fore and diftri€t; and we are noc 
w.rranted by any documents we have feen to con- 
cur.with the wifbes of the Rajah to difpoficis him. 


Wih regard to the government thare of the crop 
of 1775-6, we obferve by the Dubeer’s memoran- 
ddum seciced in your confultations of 13th May 

E 2 1776, 
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1476, that it was the eftablifhed cuftom of the 
‘Pamore country to gather in the barrett, and com: 
plete the collections within the month of March ¢: 
but that for the caufes therein particularly ftated, 
the harveft (and of courfe, the collection of gavern~. 
ment fhare of the crop) was delayed till the month 
of March was over. -We alo obierve that rhe Ra~ 
jah was not reftored to his kingdom untill 11th 
April 1776; and from thence we infer, that if the 
harveit and colieftion had been finifhed at the ufual 
time, the Nabob being the Sovereign of the coun- 
try, would have received the full benefit of chat 
year's crop. 


Although the harveft and collection were delay- 
ed beyond the ufual tinte; yet, we find, bi the pro- 
ceedings of your government, and particularly by 
Mr. Mackay’s minute of 2gth May 1776, and al- 
fo by the Dobeer’s account, that the greateft part 
of the grain was cut down, whilft the Nabob con~ 
tinued in rhe government of the country. 


Ic is difficult from the contradictory allegations on 
the fubje@, to aicertain what was the precife amoune 
of the collections made, after the Nabob ceafed to 
have the poffeffion of the country ; but whatever it 
was, it appears froni Geoeral Stuart's letter of ed 
April 1777, that ie had been“ afferted with good 
authority, that the far greater part of the govern-- 

ment 
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ment fharp of -the <atap was plundered by indivi 
duals, and nevey came to account ig the Rajah’s 
trealury. 


Under all the circumftances of this cafe, we. 
mult be of opinion, that the government flaare of 
the crop | of 1776, belonged to the Nabob as the 
then reigning ioverign of the kingdom of Tanjore, 
he being de faéo in the full and abluolute pofi fiona 
of the government thereof, and confequently that 
the aflignment made by him of the governmens 
fhare of the crop was valid. ; 


Neverthelefs, we would by no means be under- 
ftood by this opinion to fuggelt, that any farther 
demands ought to be made upon the Rajah, in 
refpect of fuch part of the government fhare of 
the crop as were collected by his people. 


For, on the contrary, after fo great a length of 
time as hath elapfed, we fhould think it highly un- 
jut that the Rajah fhould now be compelled either 
to pay the fuppofed balances, whatever they may 
be, er be called upon to render a {pecific accouns 
of the collection made by his people. 

The Rajgh has already in his letter to Governor 
Seratton, of gift April, 1777, given his affurance 
that the produ of the preceding year, accounted 

‘ for 
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forito him, was hittle more than one lack of pao 
goday; and as you have acquainted us by your 
lester, of the 14th October, 1779, that the Rajah: 
has agtually paid into the creafury, one lack of | 
pagodas by way of depofit, on a¢count of the 
Wabob’s claim to the crop «ull our fentiments 
Should be known, we direct you to furceafe any 

farther demands from the Rajah on that account, 
We obferve by the proceedings, and particu- 
larly by the Nabob’s Ietrer to Lord Pigot, of the 
6th July, 1776, that the Nabob previous to the 

reftoration of the Rajah, actually made affignment 
or granted Tuncaur of the whole of his fhare of 
the crop to his creditors and troops, and that 
your government (entertaining the fame opinion 
as we do of the quelftion of right to that thare) by 
letter to the Rajah of the 2oth Auguft, 1776, 
“ recommended to him co reftore to Mr. Ben- 
“ field (one of the principal Tunca holders of 
“¢ the Nabob) the grain of the laft year, which 
“ was in pofieifion of his people, and faid to be 
*: forcibly caken from them: And farther, to 
“ give Mr. Benfield all reafonable affiftance in 
“<< secovering fuch debts as fhould appear to have 
* been juitly due to hinr trom .the inhabitants, 
“Sand acquainted the Rajah, that is had been 
*¢ judged by a majority of the council, that it 
* was the Company’s intention to itt the Nabob 
‘* have

* have the produce ‘of the crop of 1776. But 
* thac you had no intention that the Rajat 
* fhould be accountable for more than the govern- 
*© ment fhare, whatever that might be, and chat 
** you did not mean to do more than to récom~ 
wf mend to him to fee juftice done, leaving the 
manner and time to himfelf.” Subfequent re-~ 
prefentations appear to have been made to the 
Rajah, by your government, on the fame fubject in 
favour of the Nabob’s mortgagees. 


In anfwer to thefe applications, the Rajali in his 
Jetter to Mr. Stratton, of the 12th January, 1777, 
acquainted you, ** That he had given arders re- 
* {pecting the grain which Mr. Benfield had 
* heaped up in his country, and with regard to 
* the money due to him by the farmers, that he 
‘© had defired Mr. Benfield to bring accounts of 
“© ic, that he might limit a time for the payment 
“ of it, proportionally to their ability, and that 
* the necefiary orders for ftopping this money 
* out of the inhabicants fhare of the crop had 
‘© been fent to the Ryots and Aumildars, that 
s Mr. Benfield’s gemaftah was then prefent there 
“| and overfaw his affairs, and that in every thing 
* that was juft, he (the Rajah) willingly sid a 
® our Governér and Council.”

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Oar opinion being that the Raiah oucht t6 be 
anfwerable for no more than the amoont ’of 
what he admits was coliccted by his people, for 
the government fhere of the crops, and the rro- 
ceedings before us not fufficiently explaining 
whether in the fum, which the Rajah in this be 
forementioned letter, of 21 April 177% admits 
to have coll.ét-c, are included thofe partes of 
the government fhare of the crop, wlich were 
taken by his perple from Mr. Benficl>, cor from 
any other of the affene-sor tuncau hoblers, and 
uninformed, as we allio are, what comp-otation 
tne Rajah has or hag not male to Mr, Be nfteld, 
er any other of the partcs from whom the grain 
was taken by the Raypah’s peocle, or whether by 
means of the Ro jih’s* refotal fo ro do, or from 
any other circumilances any of the perfons difpof- 
feffecdi of their grain, may have had recourfe to the 
Nabob for fatisraction: We are for thele reatons 
incompetent to form a proper judement what df 
pofitions ought in patlics to be made of the one 
tack of Pagodas depofited by the Reyahys bur as 
eur fentiments and intentions are fo fully exprefied 
upon the whole fubject, we prefurme ou, whe are 
upon the fpot, can have no doubt or difficulty in 
making fuch an application of the depofit, as will 
be confittent with thote principles of jufkice where- 
on our fentiments are founded: but fhould any 
fuch dificulty fuggeit itfelt, you will fufpend any 

application 
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application of the depofit, untill you have fully 
explained the fame to us, and have received our 
further orders. 


With refpect to the repairs of the”unnicut and 
banks of the cavery, we have upon various occa- 
Tions fully exprefied to you our jentiments, and in 
particular in our general letter of ath of July, 1777, 
we referred you to the inveftigation and corre{pon- 
dence on that fubject of the year 4, and to the 
report made by Mr. James Bouchier, 1 his perio- 
nal furvey of the waters, and to ieveral ae: , of 
the year1765 and 1767; we alio vb) our sad gen ‘ral 
letrers acquurnted you, thats: 7ppears to us per~ 
fectly reafonable, that the Rajah .. ould be permic- 
ted to repair thoie banks aid the ai.cacut in the 
jane manner as had been pract.ied in ' mes pail, 
and we dincted vou to efiablih fuch regi ations, 
by references to tormer uluce tor keeping the fad 
banks in repair as would be cficctual, and remove 
all caufe of complaint in future. 


Notwithftanding fuch our infirudtions, the Rajah 
in his letter to us, of 15th of Octuber, 1783, Cum. 
plains of the deftroction of the Annacut; and as 
the culaivation of the Tanjore countrs appears by 
all che furveyors and reports of Gur engineers em- 
ployed on that tervice, to cepcad altogether on 


F a fup- 
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a fupply of water by che cavery, which can onfy 
be fecure! by keeping the annacut and banks in 
repair, we think it neceffary to repeat to you our 
orders of the 4th of July, 1777, on the fubject of 
thefe repairs. 


And farther, as it appears by the fureey and 
report of Mr. Pringle, thac thofe repairs are at- 
tended with a much heavier expence when done 
with materials taken from the Tanjore diftrict, 
than with thofe of TPrichinopolt, and that the laft 
mentioned materials are far preferable to the other; 
it is our order, that if any occurrences fhould make 
it neceffary or expedient, you apply to the Nabob 
ir Our mame, to defire that his Elighnefs will 
permit proper fpots of ‘ground to be fet out and 
bounded by proper marks on the Trichinopoli fide, 
where the Rajah and his people may at all times 
take fand and earth fufficienc for thefe repairs, and 
that his Highnefs will grant his leave of fuch 
fpots of land, for a certain term of years to the 
Company, at a reafonable annual rent, to the in- 
tent, thar through you, the cultivation of the 
Tanjore country may be fecured without infring- 
ing, of impeir.ng the rights of the Nabob. 


If any attempts have been or fhall hereafter be 
made, to divert the water tiom the Cavery into the 
Cole- 
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Coleroon, by contracting the current of the 
Upper or Lower Cavery, by planting long grafs, 
as mentioned in Mr. Pringle’s Report, or by any 
other means, we have no doubts, hiszHighnefs, 
on a proper reprefentation to him in our name, 
will prevent his people from taking any meatures 
deimimegntal co the Lanjore country, tn the profpe- 
rity of which, his Highnefs, as well as the Com- 
pany, is materially intercfed. 


Should you fucceed in reconciling the Nabob 
to this meafure, we think i but jutt that the pro- 
poted leafe fhall remain no longer in force, than 
whiltl the Rajah fhall be punctual in the, payment 
of the annual pifhcafh to the Nabob, as well as 
the rents to be referved tl the fpots of ground. 
And, in order eHectuall, to remove all future oc- 
cafion of joaloufy and complaint between the 
parties, that the Rajah on the one hand may be 
fatisficd, that all nee {lary works for the cultiva- 
tion of his country wil be made and kept in ree 
pair, and that the Nabob on the other hand may 
be fatised, that no encroachments on his rights 
can be made, nor any works detrimental to the 
fertility of his country crected; we tuink it pro. 
per that it fhould be recoiumended to the parties 
as a part of the adjuliment of this very important 
point, that fkillful engineers appointed by the 

ee Com- 
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Company be emplored at the Rajah’s expence, to 
conduct all the neccflary works with the ftneteft 
attention to the refpective rights and interefts of 
both parti this will remove every probabiliry 
of injury or dif, ut 3; Due fhould cither party un- 
expdctedls conceive themfelves to be i: jured, im- 
mediate recreis might be obtained by application 
ro the G overument of Madrafs, under whofe ap- 
} co ntienss the cngincer will aét without anv ditt 
cul, 1 between obe parties, which might cifturb 
that harmony which ait is fo much the with of 
the Company to citablith and preferve, as effential 

to the profperity and peace of the Carnatic. 
Wlaving now in obedience to the dircéctions of 
the act of parliament, upon the full fl confidera- 
tion of the intermediate rights and pretcnfions of 
the Nabob and the Rajah, pointed out fuch mea- 
tures and agreements as in our Judgment and dif- 
cretion will be belt calculated to afecrtain and 
fettle the fame. We hope, that upon a candid 
confidcration of the whole fyftem, although «aca 
of the parties may feel difappointed in our uc- 
cifion on particular points, they will be convinced 
that we have been guided in our inveftigation by 
principles of flrict juftice and impartuialin, and 
that the moft anxious attention has been paid to 
the fubftantial interefts of both parties, and fuch 
a cveneral 
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a general and comprehenfive plan of arrangements 
propofed, as will moft effectually prevent future 
diffatisfaction.

THE court having duly attended to vour rea- 
fonings and decifions on the febjects of Arnee and 
Hianamantagoody, beg leave to obferve, with dug 
deference to your judgement, that the directions 
we have given in thefe paragraphs, which did not 
obtain your approbation, flill appear to us to have 
been confiftent with the juftice, and agreeable to 
the late act of parliament, which pointed out to 
us, as we apprehend, the Treaty of 1762 as our 


guide.

71. But netwithftanding, the Nabob has thus 
admitted the fairnefs of thefe debs, yer, from the 
anfwer in his paper of requefts, it may be infcv.éd, 
that che Goverror General and Council entertained 
a different Opinion concerning them, when they 
thoughte it reafonable to require, that there fhould 
be an abatement of £.25 per cent. from fuch of the 
debts as may have been transferred, and that the 
whole fhould be difcharged without intereft. Be- 
fides, fufpicions refpecting the nature or thetfe 
latter debts, not very favourable to thofe concern- 
ed inthem, have been cropped trom high autho- 
rity upon the f{por. 


“2. Wedo not mean to queftion the Nabob’s 
right to iffue his bond to whom he pleafes. But 
when thole pecuntary trant ctions have relation to 
our own fervants, who are bound to the Company 
for the performance of various conditions under 
certain penaluies , in all tuch cates, it is our indil- 
penfible duty to call upon the Nabub for every in- 
formation upon the fubjcet, wad we make no doube 
his Plighnefs will fee the propricty thereof, and af- 
ford us compleat fausfuction hereing We are in 
an efpecial manner implied to procure tuch fatit- 

faction 
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fattion, when we confider, that, for the difcharge 
of thefe bonds, the revenues of certain diftridts 
have been affigned to our fervants, from,a country, 
the defence of which, refts entirely wech the Com- 
pany, who, are therefore particulirly interefted in 
every thing that concerns its refources. 
al 

73. For thefe reafons, we fhould have thought 
ic our duty to enguire very minutely into thofe 
cecbts, even 't the Act of Parliament had been filent 
upon the fubject, befure we concurred in any mea- 
fures fortheir paymenr. But w.th pofitive injunc- 
tions of the act before us, to examine into their 
nature and origin, we are indifpenfably bound to 
dire&t fuch an enquiry tg be inft.cured ; and we 
therefore confidently hope and cruft, that you will 
obtain from the Nuabob and the creditors, the moft 
tat.sfactory account thereof, before you lend the 
authority of the company to any plan tor their 
l:qu. dation. 


a4. Wach refpect to the 3d article we find chat in 
April, 1777, the Nabob contracted a debr with 
Niefirs. Taylor, Majend:e and Call, of four lacks 
of pagodas, fai to be advanced him, to pay the 
arrears due to his troops; for the repayment of 
which, the Madras government engaged to be the 
fecur.ty: But the Court of Directors difavowed 
the traniact.cn.

75. It appears to us effentially neceffary to 
call for thele explanations, as the Nababetids 
affert’'d in his letter of the 22d of March, 1774, 
that the two years were nearly expired. Miefirs 
Tavlor, &c. had not entirely dilcharged the atrears

76. In the inftructions given by the Nabi b’s 
creditors to Mr. Richard Joleph Sullivan, the 
2uft of February, 1751, on h's proceeding to 
Bengal, we find the following flatement :

go. We are aware that the amount put down 
here, docs not exactly agree with the Nabob’s own 
ftatement of what he owes to his European cre- 
ditors, as mentioned in his paper of requefts to 
the Bengal Governmen:, which produced the 
treaty of April i781. “* Befides,” fays he, ‘‘the 
“expences of the Company, the pay of my 
‘© troops, the native bankers, my creditors, the 
“ F{indou and Muffelinen fecuritics, I] am in 
«© debted about feventy lacks of pagodas to Eu- 
** ropean 
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** ropean'creditors, both old and new, and people 
“« being under the procection of the Company.” 


80. In this {tate of uncertainty, as to the ort- 
gin of the demands of the old and new creditors, 
particularly the latter, (which precludes us from 
judging of the juftice thereof) and their aéttial a- 
mount, the knowledge of which, we conceive, ean 
only be obrained upon the fpot, we hereby direct 
our Prefident and Council of Fort Sr. Georve, 
nnimediately upon the recespt hereof, to enter in- 
to a full examination as to the points mentioned 
ani the act, viz. Vhe ornein ard juftice of thete 
demands ;‘ alfo the exaét amou ot thereof, whether 
the fums were really and dana file vivanced, ond 
upon what particular cecaficr, alo the nances 
of each individual creditor who fha'l trove his 
debt co the fausfuction cf the fard Preficent and 
Council. 


83. Having compleated this enqutry, in whch 
as betoremenucned, the IWabob miuft be requefled 
m our name to furnith every poffible intorma. 
tion, the whole of the proceedings mult be tranf- 
mutted to che Gevernor General atid Coure 1, wha 
are heseby directed to take the fame into their 
confideration to cetermine thereupon, and to efta-

S2. We think it neceffary to acquaint you, that 
as man: of the crediters, now refidentin England, 
as fhall prove to our fatistaction the origin and 
natvre of tneir feveral claims on the Nabob, apree- 
wb. tothe intention of the legiflature, their debts 
fiiall Le corn Gdered as juft and legal, and, fo foon as 
the fame fhall have been fubftantiated, a particular 
account thereof fhall be tranfinitted to you, in order 
that they may be included tn che future plan to be 
formed for the Equidation of the whole. 


83. From the great emvbarraffment, both to the 
Nabob’s and to the Company’s affairs, which the 
enormvus amount of thele private claims have acca- 
fioned, we are happy to find the Nabob willing to 
engage, not to incur any new debt wich individuals, 
and we think letle difficulty will be found in per- 
fuading his Fi'ghnels to enter into a pofitive engage- 
ment forthat purpole. And, though che legiflature 
has thus humanely interfeafed in behalf of fuch indi- 
vidual, as migi.t otherwife have been driven to great 
difirefs,; yet, we hereby poGtively prohibit any of 

Our 
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our fervants, or other Britifh fubjeéts under the pto- 
tection of the Company, from making any farther 
loans of money to the Nabob, or any of his family, 
upon any acount or pretence whatfoever, declaring, 
that we will not hereafter interpofe our authority to 
procure fatisfaCtion for engagements fo entered into, 
contrary to thefe exprefs directions, and the intexeft 
of the Company. 


84. Since writing the above, the original regifter 
of the Mayor’s Court at Madrafs, dated the 16th 
October 1780, has been laid before us, fpecifying to 
whom, and at what time, the payments were made on 
account of the cavalry loan, amounting to pagodas, 
4s 23, 436, 13, 26, alfo copy of a letter from Mefits. 
Call and Taylor, dated 25th March 1779, to the 
Prefident and Council, we fend you a copy of thefe 
papers for your information, and to guide your 
judgment in the decifion which you are to give re- 
{petting the juitice of the claims of Mefirs. Call, 
Majendie, and Taylor.

WE next proceed to’ give you oupfentiments 
refpe€ting the privare debts of thg Nabob; and 
we cannot but acknowledge, that the origin and 
juftice both of the loan of 1767, and the loan of 
1777, commonly called the cavalry loan, appear 
to us Clear and indifputable, agreeably to the true 
tenfe and fpiric of the late Act of Parliament. 


In {peaking of the loan of 1767, we are to be 
underftood as fpeaking of the debt as conftituted 
by the original bonds of that year, bearing intereft 
at per cent, and therefore, if any ‘of the Na- 
bob’s creditors, under aeprerence, that their debts 
made “part of the confolidated debt of 1767, al- 
though fecured by bonds of a fubfequent date, 
carrying an intereft exceeding ten per cent. fhall 
claim the benefit of the following orders, we di- 
rect, that you pay no regard to fuch claims with- 
out our farther efpecial inftructions tor that pur- 


pofe. 


With refpect to the confolidated debt of 1777, 
it certainly ftands upon a lefs favourable footing ; 
fo early as the 27th March 1769, it was ordered 
by the Prefident and Council of Fort Se. George, 
that for the preventing of all perfons living under 
ae li the

che Company’s protection, from having any deal- 
ings with any of the country powers or their mi- 
nifters, without the knowledge or confent of the 
board, amadvertifement fhould be pubhihed, by 
fixing it up at the Sea Gate, and fending round a 
copy to the Company’s fervants and inhabitants, 
and co the different fubordinates, and our garri- 
fons, and giving it out in general orders, ftating 
therein, that the Prefident and Council did con- 
fider the irreverfable order of the Court of Direc- 
tors, of the year 1714, (whereby their people were 
exprefsly prohibited from having any dealings 
gith the country governments in money matters,) 
to be in full force and vigour; and thereby ex- 
prefsly forbidding all fervants of the Company, 
and other Europeans under their jurifdidtion, to 
make loans, or have any monev tranfactions with 
any of the princes or ftates in India, without 
efpecial licence and permiffion of the Prefidenc 
and Council for the time being, except only in 
the particular cafes there mentioned ; and declar- 
ing, that any wilful deviation therefrom fhould 
be deemed a breach of orders, and treated as fuch. 
And on the 4th of March 1778, 1¢ was refolved 
by our Prefident and Conncil of Fort St. George, 
that the coriclidated debt of 1777, was not in any 
refpect whatever conducted under the aufpices or 
protection of that government; and, on the cir- 
cumffances of the contolidation of the faid debe 

being 
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being made known to us, we did on the 23d 
December 1778, write to you in the following 
terms: * Your account of the Nabob’s private 
*« debts are very alarming ; but from*whatever 
*< caufe or caufes thofe debts have been contratt- 
«* ed, or increafed, we hereby repeat our orders, 
<< that the fan&tion of the Company, be on no 
“© account given to any kind of fecurity for the 
“ payment, or liquidation of any part thereof, 
<< except by the exprefs authority of the Court of 
“© Directors, on any account or pretence what- 
“© ever.” 


The loan of 1777, therefore, has na fanétion 
or authority from us; and, in confidering the fi- 
tuation and circumftances’of this loan, we cannot 
omit to obferve, that the creditors could not be 
ignorant how greetly the affairs of the Nabob 
were at that time deranged; and that his debt to 
the Company was then verv confiderable, the 
payment of which, the parties took the moft ef- 
fectual way to poltpone, by procuring an afign- 
ment of fuch {pecific revenues for the difcharge 
of their own debts, as alone could have enabled 
the Nabob to difcharge thofe of the Company. 


Under all thefe circumflances, we fhould be 
warranted to refufe our aid or protection in the 
recovery of this loan; bur when we confider the 

Hi 2 inexpe- 
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iexpediency of keeping the fubjed of the Na- 
i0b’s debts longer a-float than ‘is abfolutely ne- 
ceffary; when we confider how much the finat 
con¢lufion “of this bufinefs will tend to promore 
tranquility, credit, and circulation of property in 
the Carnatic; and, when we confider that the 
debtor concurs with the creditor in eftablifhing 
the juflice of thefe debts, confolidated in 1777, 
into grofs fums, for which bonds were given, 
lrable to be transferred to perfons different from 
the original creditors, and havine no fhare or 
knowledge of the tranfaCtions in which the debrs 
originated ; and ef courfe, how little ground there 
is to expeét any fubflantial good to refult from 
an unlimited inveftigation into then. We have 
refolved fo far to recognize the juilice of thole 
debts, as to extend to them that protection which, 
upon more forcible grounds, we have feen caufe 
to allow to the other two claffes of Jebts. But 
although we fo far adopt the general prefumption 
in their favour, as to adinit them to a participa- 
tion in the manner hereafter direéted, we do not 
mean to debarr you from reccivine any complaint 
apainft thofe debts of 1777, at the initance either 
of the Nabob hinifelf, or of other creditors injured 
by their being fo admitted, or by other perfons 
having a proper intereft, or ftating reafonable 
grounds of objection; and if any complaints are 
offered, we order that the aaa of all fuch be 
atten~ 
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attentively examined by you, and be tranfmitted 
to us, together with the evidence adduced in fup- 
port of them, for our final decifion; and as we 
have before directed, that the fum of 12 latks of pa- 
godas to be received annually fronr the Nabob, 
fhould be paid into our treafury, it is our order, 
that the fame be deftributed to the following ar- 
rangement :

be applied towards the deduction of the Com- 
pany’s debt. 


We have faid down the general rules of dal- 
tributions, as appearing to us founded in juftice, 
and the relative circumftances of the different 
debts ; and therefore, we give our authority and 
protection to them, only on the fuppofition, that 
thofe who afk our protection, acquicice in the 
condition upon which it is given; and therefore, 
we exprefsly crdcr, that if any creditor of the 
Nabob, a fervant of the Company, or being un- 
der our protection, fhall refufe to exprefs his ac- 
quiefence in thefe arrangements, he fhall not only 
be excluded from receiving any fhare of the fund 
under your diftribution, but fhail be prohibited 
from taking any feparate meafures to recover his 
debt from the Nabob, it being one great induce- 
ment to our adopting this arrangement, that the 
Nabob fhall be relieved from all further difquie- 
tude, by the importunities of his individual credi- 
tors, and be left at I.berty to purfue thofe meafures 
for the profperity of his country, which the em- 
barrafsments of his fituation have hitherto deprived 

bim 
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him of the means of exerting. And, we farther 
direét, that if any creditor fhall be found refrae- 
tory, or difpofed to difturb the arrangement, we 
have {tpgefted, he thall be difmiffed the fervice, 
and fent home to England.

The directions we have given, only apply to the 
three clafies of debts which have come under 
our obfervation. It has been furmifed, that the 
Nabob has of late contracted farther debts, if any 
of thefe are due to Britifh fubjects, we forbid any 
countenance or protection whatever to be given to 
them, untill the debt is fully inveftigated, the 
nature, of it reported home, and our efpecial in- 
ftructions upon it received.

Under this head you are pleafed in leu of our 
paragraphs, to fubftantiate at once the juftice of 
all thofe demands, which the act requires us to 
inveftigate. Subject only to a right, referved to 
the Nabob, or any other party concerned, to quef- 
tion the juftice of any debt falling within the laft 
oi the three claffles. We fubmit that at Icaft the 
opportunity of queftioning, within a limited time, 
the juftice of any of the debts ought to*have beon 
fully preferved : and fuppofing the firft and fecond 
claffes to ftand frec from imputation (as we incline 
to think they do) no injury can refult to individu- 
als from foch difcufion: And we farther fubmit 
to your confideration, how tar the exprefs direc- 
tion of the aét to examine the nature and origin of 
the debts has been, b, the amended paragraphs 
complied with, and whether at Jeaft the rate of 
intereft, according to which the debrs arifing, from 
the Soucar affignment of the land revenues to the 
fervants of the Company, acting in the capacity of 
Native Bankers, have been accumulated, ought 
not to be enquired into ; as well as the reafonable- 
pefs of the deduGion of 25 per cent. which the 
Bengal Government directed to be made from a

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great part of the debt on certain conditions. But 
to your approbations of the fund, our duty re- 
quires that we fhould ftate our ftrongeft diffent :

prey to a foreign conqueror) furely ftands para- 
mount to ai] claims for fermer debts upon the re- 
venues of a country fo prefurved, evcn if the le- 
giflature nad not expiefsly limited the affiftance to 
be given to the privere creditors, to be iuch as 
fhould be confiftent with ourown mghts: the Na- 
bob had long before paffing the act, by treat with 
our Bougal Government agreed to pay us feven 
lacks of j.agodas (part of the 1a lacks) in jiqui- 
dation of thofe arrears of which feven lacks, the 
arrangement you have been pleeted to la, down, 
would take away trom ous more than the hair, and 
give it to private creditors, of whote demands 
there are only about a fixth part, which do not 
fland in a predicament that vou declare would not 
intitle them to any aid or protection trom us i, 
the recovery thereof, were it not upon groun.is ot 
exediency, as will more particularly appear by 
the annexed eftimate ; untit ont debt fhall be ail- 
charged, we can by no means confent to give up 
any part of the feven MeRs to the private credi- 
tors, and we humbly. appre hend that, in this de- 
clgration, we do not excecd the limits of the au- 
thority and rights velted ia us.

Impreffed with this conviction, we have not 
made any alteration in the general outlines of the 
arrangement which we had before tranfinitted to 
you: But as the amount of the Nabob’s revenue 
1s matter of uncertain conjeéture, and as it does 
not appear jult to us that any deficiency fhould 
fall wHolly on any one clafs of thefe debts, we 
have added a direction to vour Governor of Fort 
St. George, that if, notwithftanding the provi- 
fions contained in our former paragraphs, any 
deficiency fhould anfe, the payments of what 
fha'l be fecured fhall be made in the fame pro-

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portion, which would have obtained in the divi- 
(ion ofthe whole r2 lacks, had they been paid. 

As we have now tranfmitted to you our final 
direéHons on the whole fubject matter in this dif 
patch, and as, on many of the inftructions which 
are therein given to your fervants in India, relate 
to points of the higheft importance, and in which 
any unnece ffary delay might be in tho greateft 
degree prejudicial to vour fervice, we defire that 
you will forthwith tranfmit them to vour different 
fettlements.
